principles suggested was that fuel 
oil should be given schedules based 
on eighty percent of gasoline rates 
for the same movement.

When the cadet arrives over his

If it Is within the central ring of 
the mapping board target, it is a 
perfect hit. If the "X" is in one 
of the other rings, It is not. a per- 
fect hit and tho cadet's Instructor 
will be ablo to point out the. fault. 


Huge LB-5 bombers, perfected for 
tho army air corps by the 
Key- 
stone Aircraft Corporation, are used 
by flying school cadets for these 
bombing practices.

Hn is known as "Uncle Mike," 
and "Denn of Politicians of Navar- 
ro county" aptly fits him. His oppo- 
nents in political races 
remark 


"you can't beat Mike Howard, as 
every person who

school to him and their children 
will vole for him and work I'or 
any office he wants." 


Uncle Mike has been in politics 


in Navarro county for 49 years, 
since 1880, and has the distinction 
of losing only one time, in 
1894, 


when the populists captured a ma- 
jority of the offices in the county, 
and then lost by only ten votes. 


In 1880, Mr. Howard was elected 


constable of precinct No. 5, Dres- 
den. He held the office for two 
years. From 1888 to 1890, he was a 
deputy sheriff. In the spring of 
1890, 
he was elected county super- 


intendent to fill an unexpired term 
and In the fall of the same year 
was elected for a term. He r.gain 
was county superintendent 
from 


189G to 1898. In 1898, he was elect- 
ed justice of the peace in Corsicana 
but resigned before taking the oath 
of office. 


He was county clerk from 1914 to 


3918. He also was admitted to the 
bar in the 90s but never practiced 
law. 


In 1924, he was elected district 


clerk and served two terms, being 
succeeded by Mrs. Louise E. Her- 
vcy.
